the government of Ecuador and the 
Guayaquil and 
Quito Railway com­ 
pany, an American corporation, in a 
claim dispute. 
It was said that while there wras 
nothing in the recall of Mr. Janes to 
reflect upon him personally the policy 
of the administration would be not to 
have the American government direct­ 
ly involved in the settlement of pri­ 
vate business disputes. 
It was intimated, at the same time, 
that persons in the diplomatic service 
who might have largo property or 
financial Interests in the countries in 
which 
they 
are resident 
probably 
would not bo retained in those places. 


Sweeping Probe Under W ay 


A s w ip in g investigation is under 
way in the state department In line 
with the statement about Lutin-Amer- 
lcan affairs Issued recently by Presi­ 
dent Wilson, asserting that any previ­ 
ous influence that might have been 
exerted by the American government 
for the promotion of loans or private 
enterprises would not be renewed. 
In this connection Secretary Bryan 
took under consideration the status of 
proposed treaties between the United 
States and Nicaragua, Honduras and 
Guatemala.

skeptical and fear a third relapse, 
ow'ing to the general weakness of the 
pontiff and because he is inclined to 
disobey the orders of the physician*. 
Cardinal Merry del Val, the papal 
secretary of state, visited the pope 
and, having first obtained permission 
from the doctors, submitted for his 
signature several decrees on impor­ 
tant questions of an urgent character. 
Pope 
Pius 
signed 
them and hi* 
handwriting was firm and clear and 
showed no change from his writing 
before his illness. 
The deep concern of the Italian goo- 
annuent in th** illness of the pope wa* 
manifested when a request was mod* 
to those in charge of the case for a 
statement regarding the prognosis.
